Springfield. 111., June 30.^(AP) 


—With the full valuation tax pro- 
gram out of the way, the 64th Illi- 
nois general assembly wound up 
its chores today and prepared to 
end its six months session around 
midnight. 


Only major decision left was on 


liberalization of old age pensions. 
The legislators may pass two con- 
flicting- bills, thus dumping them 
in the lap of Governor Green to 
take his choice.

before the house also raises the 
maximum 
state-federal 
benefit 


from $40 to 545. 
If enacted, it 


would cost about 52.500,000 a year 
in state money and boost the aver- 
age monthly payment to 121.500 
recipients from about $32 to $34. 


Clear 93 Bills 


• Having cleared 
93 supplemen- 


tary bills in the tax revision series, 
both houses found themselves with 
comparatively little work.

expected to approach a wmdup by 
early evening.

Green signed into law the key bill 
placing the entire stnte on a 100 
per cent assessment basis.

who 


have been discharged or released 
from service. 


"There have been only a hand- 


ful of cases in which re—employ- 
ment 
difficulties 
arose between 


the employer and the serviceman, 
and in every such case called to 
our attention, the selective serv- 
ice representative had no trouble 
to convince the employer that the 
veteran should be given his old 
job or one of equal 
seniority, 


status and pay.
